The new building will be a beauty 
rom every standpoint. 
Architect Hart told THE AGE it 


would be in style what is known- as 
emi-colonial, the front elevation 
bowing a handsome entrance and 
a well 
proportioned 
gable. 
It 


will be 65x80 feet and two stories con- 
.ainintr eight rooms each 25x30 feet. 
Due halls will be in the form of a T, 
a. hall leading from each of tbe three 
:ntrances to the center. 
The hall 


'rom the main entrance will be 15 
'eet wide and from the side entrances 
0 feet. Cloak rooms have been pro- 
vided off each hall with entrances 
rom halls and from rooms. 
The basement will contain lavatqr- 
es and plav rooms and each room will 
be well lighted. Pressed brick will 
be used in the construction of the 
building and the heating can be 
steam or hot air as tbe board decides. 
Tbe improvements at tbe Walnut 


and Sycamore buildings provide for 
scavation in order that space may be 
found for lavatories, heating systems 
and play rooms. With these improve- 
ments tbe old buildings will be much 
more comfortable.

William T. Decker Led aa Eventful Life as 


Prospector and Soldier. 


William T. Decker died at his home 
jn Brower avenue Thursday morning. 
le was almost 82 vears old. 
Funeral 
services will be held Saturday after- 
noon by Rev. Dr. Toland and inter- 
ment will be made in Roscoe ceme- 
tery. He is survived by bis wife, his 
sons, Seth M. Decker, of Coshocton, 
and William Decker, of Newark: and 
hisdanghters, Mrs. Anderson Milligan 
and Mrs. John Wicken, of Roscoe. 
Mr. Decker had led an eventful life. 


Born in Sew York he moved to Ros- 
coe where he resided until the discov- 
ery of gold in California. In company 
with the late Seth McCIain he drove 
eight oxen across the plains and over 
the mountains to the Sacramento val- 
ey where they erected the first tent 
on the site of what is row the city of 
Sacramento. Mr. Decker returned to 
Roscoe and at the outbreak of tbe 
ivi! war enlisted in tbe Eightieth 
Ohio. He suffered sunstroke in the 
Jouth and never recovered his health. 
The paralysis from which he died is 
jelieved to have been due to that 
misfortune.

By levying maximum duties on oar

duty on Russian petroleum, especially 
describing it as siclu the United 
States government h^s not also vio- 
lated the same article. 


There is no penalty article In the 


treaty, but under the common prac- 
tice of international law a country 
may renounce the whole of a treat? 
where it is satisfied that one of its 
provisions '<**** been purposely broken. 
If such extreme action is taken in tae 
case there will be no trade treaty be- 
tween Russia and the United States, 
and as far as Russia ;s concerned the 
maximum tariffs, which are practi- 
cally prohibitive, woaid apply to all 
imports from the United States. 


On the other hand, if such action 


by Russia is regarded as discrimina- 
tion, the United States government 
may. by existing law. exclude any or 
all imnorts from Russia. 


Distribution of Seeds. 


"Washington, June 20. — Under the 


organization of the plant industry 
work of the department of agriculture 
in one bureau, under Dr. Galloway as 
director, a more comprehensive plan 
for tae distribution of seeds and 
plants is being arranged. Especial at- 
tention will be given few promising 
Interests until they are entirely estab- 
lished. These include rice, wheat suit- 
able for making macaroni, the date 
palm, cotton, tobacco, pistachio nuts, 
Dutch, bulbs and foreign plants. The 
young palm trees which recently were 
transplanted to this country and set 
oat at Pnoenix, A. T- are reported to 
be prospering, giving reason to hope 
that a new industry in the arid south- 
west has been discovered. Fnlly 40,- 
000 pounds of selected cotton seed 
-Kill be distribated next year and a 
quantity of these seed of especial 
variety will be imported from Egypt. 
It is also announced that double the 
usual quantity of vegetable seed will 
be distributed to congressmen ia 1902. 


Memorial From Indians. 


Washington, Jane 20.—Former Con- 


gressman Springer, counsel for the 
Kiowa, Comanche and Apache Indians 
in their suit to enjoin the secretary 
of tne Interior from opening for set- 
tlement the reservations in Oklaho- 
ma. Sled with the president a memor- 
ial praying that ae exercise his dis- 
crpuon under the law and withhold 
the issuance of bis proclamation six 
months after the final allotments to 
the Indians are made, and thus give 
congress an opportunity to repeal the 
present law. The memorial says Lone 
Wolf, one of the Kiowa chiefs, is a 
Baptist minister, and that others of 
the Tndains are Christians, and prays 
that the 
president will not send 


these men back to tell the members 
of their tribe that a Christian country 
woald defraud them of their lands. 


Chief Wiikie Pleased. 


Washington. Jane 20.—Chief Wiikie 


of the United States secret service ex- 
pressed his satisfaction at the news 
of the arrest in Mexico of a party 
who apparently succeeded in swin- 
dling the ?'Ieiican public by passing 
lars^ quantities of counterfeit silver 
coins of the United States. During 
the last two years complaints nave 
been received of the work of Mexican 
counterfeiters, but not until now bave 
the authorities been able to locate the 
connterfeiters. Among the victims are 
snany Americans doing business in 
Mexico.
